AN IMPARTIAL VIEW OF THE CAPITAL 
QUESTION. 


The Columbus Times, replying to a 
correspondent who criticises the posi- 
tion taken by the editor of that paper 
with respect to the capital question, 
makes some very just and conservative 
remarks on the subject. The Times 
says: “We have all the time thought 

that the convenience and interest of 
this section of the state would best be 
subserved by keeping the capital at At- 
Jauta, with the sanction of the free vote 
of the people, provided it could be 
done without a large additional ex- 
pense. Weare glad to see that our 
correspondent concedes that the objec- 
tion to the manner of the removal to At- 
lanta has been obviated by the sub- 
mission of the question to a vote of the 
people, and that ‘no reasouable man 
can longer use this argument.’ The 
question is placed before the people 
entirely free from prejudice on this ac- 
count.” 

Further on the editor of the Times 
makes the following unanswerable 
argument: ‘‘We think that our corre- 
spondent, in his sweep'ng denunciation 
of the temptations and corruptions of 
Atianta and their effect upon legis- 
lators, stops far short of the proper 
remedy. It Atlania is so terribly dan. 
gerous and corrupt a place, it is a social 
evil which the state ought to abate; it 
is an unsafe place tor any good citizen 
as well as for a legislator—the latter 
being in great part lawyers and not so 
liable to be caught by temptations and 
snares asthe unwary citizon. If it be 
true that cities of thirty-five or forty 
thousand inhabitants present too many 
temptations and perils for the people 
to risk the morals and integrity of their 
legislators in them, ve ought to have 
no cities of thirty-five or forty thcu- 
sand inhabitants; Richmond and New 
Orleans ought to be _——sire- 
duced to villages, and even Puri- 
tunical Boston pitched like its tea into 
Cape Cod. If it be true that ‘fa major- 
ity of the members of the legislature 
are engaged almost exc.usively in hav- 
ing ageneral jollification” in Atlanta, 
to the neglect of their public duties 
the proper remedy is for the people to 
select no such legislators, but to send 
men to Atlanta who may be able to du 
something towards its regeneration and 
salvation.: lf it be truethat the only 
object of the members of the legisla- 
ture, when sent to Atlanta, is “‘to draw 
their per diem and prolong the ses- 
sion,” the new constitution will effect- 
ually cure-chat, for it reduces the per 
diem to four dollars and limits the ses- 
sions to forty days biennial!y.” 

The Times then proceeds as follows: 
“We would iike to have more detinite 
information as to how the retention of 
the capita] at Atlanta is going to cost 
the state at least two millions of dol- 
lars. Ifthe present capital in Atlanta 
is really an unfit building, it is cer- 
tainly worth enough, in its central lo- 
cation, to build another in a part of the 
city where temptations are not so thick, 
and business is not so brisk. And so 
of the governor’s house at Atlanta—the 
property of the state-—if it is by far too 
costly a building, as some writers tell 
us, it might easily be exchanged for one 
cheaper and less pretentious. We 
would like, also, to see the text of that

THE RESOLUTIONS, 


The committee on resolutions re- 
ported the following which were 
adopjed: 

Resolved, First. While we recognize 
and respect the difference of opinion 
existing among us as to the course pur- 
sned by President Hayes towards the 
south, we are heartily in accord im hon- 
oring the patriotic motives which have 
guided him and in hoping that the re- 
units of this policy will be peace, good 
will and the complete recognition o1 the 
equal rights of all men in every section 
ot the country, and to the efforts of his 
administration to carry into effect the 
principles of the p'atform upcn which 
he waselected, we pledge our hearty 
and cordial support. 

Seccnd. The eleetoral commission 
having been created at the u gent 
svlicitation of the democratic party, 
and after the repeated deciarations of 
its leaders in both houses of congress 
that no faction could cavil atits decis~ 
ions, we Witnees with profound as- 
tonishment the assaults of that partv 
upon the august tribunal of its own 
creation because its decisions disap- 
pointed the expectations of official 
patronage, which assaults so far as they 
seek to impair the confidence of the 
people in the just title of the president 
to his high office, are equally childish 
and foolish, but may become extremely 
migchievous in assisting to diminish 
the respect for the decision of lawful 
tribunals. 

The third resolution calls upon mem-~ 
bers of the state and national legisla~ 
Lures to assist the return of presperity to 
the country by adopting such measures 
as will conduce to that.end. 

The fourth and fifth resolutions op- 
pose any grant of more than 160 acres 
of land toany one person, and aiso op- 
poses the reissue of patents by act of 
congress. 

S.xth. That the long and successful 
existence, under the laws of congress, 
of the double coin ‘standard warrants 
us in demanding an early repeal of the 
legislation which demonetized silver 
und established an almost exclusive 
yvyold staudard, and we therefore tavora 
returo to the free use and unrestricted 
coinage of the dollar of 1798, and the 
restoration to the position it held as a 
legal tender during the eighty years of 
our national existence, thus preserving 
the equaity of the commercial value 
of the silver dollar with the gold dollar, 
keeping both in circulation. 

The seventh resolution endorses the 
administration of Governor Hartranft. 
faghth. Weare in favor of law and 
against lawlcesness, and anarchy with 
all their attendant horrors ‘and crimes. 
gua rights in making laws, impose 
»qual duties in obeying thei when 
made, and we tender our hearty thanks 
io Governor Hartranft and the officers 
and soldiers of their commands for the 
prompt, and we hope, the effectual 
suppression of the lawless distu’ bances 
which recently occurred in this state 
Ninth. That we hold in equal respect 
the rights of capital to control its in- 
vestments, and of labor to determine 
the value of its services: that we depre- 
cate any assertion by violence of the 
rights of either, and we assert it as the 
duty of all parties to hold their respec- 
tive rights within tbe just limitation of 
the law, and that any attempt to coerce 


either by unlawful means should be 


promptiy repressed by such lawful 
authorities as the exigency demands.

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THE RUINS OF NEW YORK. 


Confileting BRumers Kegarding the 


Less of Life tnthe Great Fire—The 
Seene of the Disasier a Wilderness 
of icuins 

New York, September 5.—The Eve- 
ning Post turnishes the following: The 
scene of the great fire at Thirty-fifth 
street and Tenth avenue, yesterday, 
was this morning a wilderness of ruins. 
The burned area between Tenth and 
Eleventh avenues extends from the 
middle of the block on the north 
side of Thirty-sixth = street. In 
addition, a number of build: 
ings were gutted or damaged on the 
west side of Tenth avenue. A con- 
siderable number of spectators assem- 
bled to-day, but they were kept ata 
distance from the ruins by the police. 
The ruins resemble those of a burned 
town. Blackened walls still stand at 
irregular intervals, the spaces betwcren 
being covered by immense piles of 
brick, fragments ot iron, large and 
small, twisted and warped out of all 
resemblance to the original beams, 
yirders or machinery, of which there 
are only relics. Oaly one engine was 
at work to-day, close by the remains 
of the engine which the firemen 
were obliged to abandon yester- 
aay. Near by lay iron wheel ties 
and a few other” relics of the 
new hose carT.age, abandoned with the 
engine. The lack of water yesterday 
was due to the small size of the mains 
in the neighborhood, which were laid 
in the days of hand engines, and are 
only six inches in diameter. This 
morning the hydrants furnished only 
about five pounds pressure apiece, in- 
stead of twenty totwenty-tive. Among 
the relics were the remains of a cart 
and blackened skeleton of a horse in 
the yard of Hunt’s pickle factory. The 
team was all ready to be driven away 
at the time the fire cut off means of es- 
cape. 

A CONTRACTOR'S MISFORTUNE, 


David Shannon, who occupied apart- 
ments at 512 West Thirty-tifth street, 
and who leit his room at the outbreak 
of the fire, was caught in the crowd 
and was unable to return till the build- 
ing was in flames. He isa eontractor, 
and took home two thousand doilars 
in greenbacks the night before, after 
bank hours, in order to pay his work- 
men yesterday. He ah placed the 
money under his pillow, and it was 
burnt up.

Astothe former, allow me 
tosay there isa general misunderstand. 
ing. Itis not at ail necessary to the 
civ | polity of Mormondom that any 
successor sbould be appointed, It was 
three years after Joe Smith’s death be» 
fore Brigham became his successor. 
And as to the property, there is no law 
in Utah tofuily cover it. The custom 
has been, when a polygamist died, for 
the church authorities to take 
charge and divide the _ proper- 
tv according to their notions 
of equity. The widows, if not too old, 
married some other polygamist, the 
boys scratched for themselves, and the 
minor, children were supported on 
some principle not Known to Gentiles. 
From the first the saints (male) bought 
and sold reel estate without the signa~ 
ture of any wite, first or tenth, but 
when Gentile courts and lawyers began 
to take a hand, some of them (not all) 
maintained thatthe common law right 
of dower inhered in all American terri- 
tory, despite the silence of the statutes. 
Accordingly a ‘ew legal wives came in 
for their rights, and 

CUT OUT THE POLYGAMOUS WIVES 
entirely. To head offthe legal wives 
he Mormon legislature of 1872 passed 
an act abolishing dower in direct terms. 
sut in one of the first statutes passed 
(in L851, | believe,) occurs this clause: 
“Illegitimate children and their moth- 
ers shall inherit as if legitimate.” This 
is held by some lawyers (not all) to 
cover the case of polygamous wives 
and children. Itis almost the only 
iaw in Utah which specifically recog- 
nizesany property rights in married 
women. It need not be said that from 
the dawn of Saxon civilization the 
common law everywhere takes it for 
granted that there can be but one legal 
wife ata time, one widow and one fam- 
ily, one domiciie and one line of direct 
descent. Hence it has proved practi- 
ca'ly impossible to apply the common 
law in Utah. The attention of woman 
suffragists is respectfull called to the 
fact that the only territory in the 
world where all the women vote (they 
do not all in Wyoming) is also the only 
civilized one which has no marriage act 
and no dower law. 

It wou'd seem, that if the legitimate 
children choose to do so they can take 
tiie whole estate. They are as #ollowe: 
Mrs. Ellsworth and Mrs. Decker, 
daughters of the first wife, have each a 
numerous offspring; and Mary Ann 
Angell had tive children, Brigham, 
Joseph, John, Alice and Luna, making 
seven legitimate children, all with con- 
siderable families. I should say Brig- 
ham’s legitimate offspring must num- 
ber at least sixty, as there are several 
great grandchildren in that line. His 
properiy in no way connected with the 
church, may aggregate $800,000; though 
he swore it ipa vear ago at $600 000, 
and ten years ago at $250,000. But 
there is nearly a million more of which 
the legal title is vestedin him, while 
the real ownership is supposed to be in 
tue church; such as the “church 
fields,” “church head,” ete., in various 
parts of the territory. Again, by the 
rules of the

hundreds of Mormons all 
the Territory have deeded 

their farms to him as _ trustee-in- 
trust, they having “‘consecrated”’ it and 
now holding it as “stewards of the 

Lord.”” Again, during the many years 
he wasin active business, Brigham fre- 

quentiy traded between himself and 

the church,trustee-in-trust exchanging 
property with the man; and it is not 

to be supposed that Le allowed the 
fiduciary capacity to get the better of 
the individual, Allthis will give rise 
to some interesting questions. When 

the saints left Nauvoo, the widow of 
Joe Smith flatly refused to deed to the 
church any property held by the 

prophet; and in Brigham’s case,! fancy 
it will take a Philadelphia lawver to get 
an entering wedge between the legal 
and merely equitable title. A good 
deal depends on the honesty of young 
Brigham and Jobn. 

Ag to the succession, no rule has ever 
been established, either by revelation 
or custom. Joa Smith once ordained 
his son Joe to be “a king and priest in 
his stead,’ and the ‘“Josephites’ now 
acknowledge him, Before the death of 
David Hyrum Smith, his father proph 

esied that “this son who is to be, atter 
a season, etc., will lead the people ”

THE ELDERS HOLD THE STRINGS. 


Through every part of the social or- 
ganism rups a complex set of stringers 
which will bind it tegether till all the 
old Mormons die, The process of dis- 
integration may be rapid enough to 
end it in ten years, but [ doubt it. And 
then at least half of them still believe 
the faith; the women being twice as 
fanatical as the men. It may interest 
some people to know that the mens 
conscia recti, of which some religioni-ts 
boast, is but a trifle to the women's 
conserva recti; and both are always the 
strongest in the lower religious types. 
Or, in plain English, the bigger fool a 
man is the more positive is he that he 
knows the design of God, and other 
things being equal, the woman is more 
positive than the man. 

Nothing used to vex us more when I 
lived in Utah than the amiable folly ef 
certain eastern people who imagined 
that this or that or the other trifling 
agency would put an end to the theo- 
cratic tyranny. But above all others 
we were annoyed and hindered by the 
nonsense of those who fancied the 
Mormon women would effect a revolu- 
tion by their votes! Who does not 
know thatif the women were opposed 
to polygamy it could not exist anyhow ? 
It is pure folly to lay the blame of that 
institution on the men alone. If any 
odds, the women should bear the larger 
share of the blame; for, if there is any 
difference, they are the more persistent 
in it. There is not one young woman iff 
fifty who marry polygamists, wio does 
not confidently believe she will always 
be the favorite. Others’ experience is 
of no value in things of this nature. 
The women, that is the mass of them, 
are uncultured, grose, and 
fanatical ; they will vote 
against polygamy after it has weakened 
from other causes, not before. By a 
singular train of reasoning | haye heard 
people in this country maintain that 
‘if women could only vote they would 
smash the saloons at once!” Just asif 
the women of a country would or could 
carry out a policy which a majority of 
the men did not approve. Allow me 
to propoundaconundrum: Where did 
you ever hear or read of the women of 
any race, nation or tribe, organizing as 
a body to overthrow the established 
social organization? When women 
suffrage was established in Utah it 
simply gave Brigham Young 11,000 
more votes to do as he pleased with. 
Now that he is dead the twelve apos-~ 
tles will have thecasting of those votes. 
That’s the beginning, middle, adt® end 
of that. 

ADAPTED TO POLYGAMY. 


Another axiom is in point. The 
growling society follows pretty closely 
the analogy of the human body. In 
troduce a foreign substance, and an 
effort is made to expel it; if unsuc- 
céssful, the organism at once begins to 
accommodate itself thereto, and does it 
or dies.

Add to this that scores of the 
leading Mormons have committed 
crime at some portion of their lives, 
and then try to imagine them as divi- 
ded into two or three warring factions, 
and the Gentiles cutting ip between, 
using one faction to p.ay Of against the 
other. They will never do it. They 
will continue to present a solid front g 
they can manage the juries and thwa 
the courts; and all simply becat 
they must. 
Meanwhile old Mormons will die 
young ones grow up infidels.

The former journél gives sonte addi- 
tional particulars | concerning this 
wonderful man. According to its ac- 
count it appears that he was sent te 
West Point by Andrew Johnson, and 
shortly atterwards expelled for reck- 
less behavior. After his expulsion, he 
feli in loye with a ‘pretty girl that he 
persuaded to go traveling about with 
him, One night tae pair put up at 
Wrightville, Va., where they roomed 
near an old cattle!dealer who had a 
large pile of money., During the night 
Crawford slipped into the dealer’s 
room, stole bis money and returned to 
where his lady-lovei was sleeping, ‘lhe 
dealer missing his money: hastened 
into the young cadet’s room and found 
him and his mistress sitting up in the 
‘bed counting over the money. He was 
ut once arrested and was put in the 
Virginia penitentiary. In some way 
or other he got out; of the penitentiary 
and reached Nashville, where his old 
friend Andrew Johnson was military 
governor. Johnson put bim at the 
head of a regiment, and sent him into 
thearmy. Its sdid that he sold two 
hundred fof his men to a substitute 
broker, and having pocketed the money 
resigned and went to Mexico. He won 
yreat distinction there, and superin- 
tended the execution of Maximilian. 
Hethen went to New York where be 
became a Wall atreet operator, and 
soon became a millionaire. He married 
a beautiful and wealthy New York 
lady, and going to Philadelphia he pur~ 
chased the famous ‘Biddle estate, where 
he lived in princely luxury for a short 
time. He frequently became moody 
and discontented however, and in 1870 
he mysteriously di:appeared and has 
not been heard of ‘since. 

It now appears to be certain that he 
is one and the same with Osman Pasha 
the most famous of the Turkish com-~ 
manders, and thie only one that has 
whipped the Rus#ians eyery time he 
has encountered them. A more won- 
derful history than his could haidly be 
invented, 


THE ISRAKLITES IN TURKEY. 
— 

A dispatch has been received at the 
department of staie from the United 
States minister to'Turkey, giving inter- 
esting details concerning the number, 
status and perseciition of the Israelites 
in the Ottomanenpire. The total num- 
ber of Israslites in the empire is given 
at 500,000. Of this total Roumania 
contains 250,000, Asiatic Turkey 80,000 
European Turkey 75,000, and Servia’ 
2,000, ete. 

The United States minister says that 
justice tothe Turks compels him to 
admit that the Israelites have been 
better treated by the Ottoman than by 
many of the western powers, and that 
tha impression prevails that they are 
better treated in:the empire than the 
Christians. They are recognized as an 
independent religious community, with 
the privileges of their own ecclesiastical 
ruler, their chief tabbi, Chacbam Bashi, 
possessing in consequence of his func. 
tions great influence. The Turkish 
minister of foreign affairs protested to 
Mr. Maynard that where Turkish rule 
obtained the Israzlites always enjoyed 
every privilege and immunity accorded 
by the law to the Ottoman subjects. 
The only maltreatment of Israelites 
which has been :brought to the notice 
of the United States legation at Con- 
stantinople during the official term of 
Mr. Maynard was that of the Rabbi 
\Sweersohn, an American citizen. On 
the 28th of Novémber, 1874, the rabbi 
was set upon by his own coreligionists, 
certain Jews at ‘Tiberias, robbed of a 
considerable ameunt and most shame- 
fully maltreated ;by being imprisoned, 
stoned, stripped ‘naked and ridden in 
that condition through the streets of 
Tiberias, barely ¢scaping with his life. 
The United States consul at Bierut went 
to Tiberias and had the perpetrators 
arrested. Some claimed British pro- 
tection and ‘escaped by - flight; 
the friends of the others as 
sem bled, overpowered the authorities 
and rescued them. The legation at 
Constantinople then took up the sub- 
ject, and it was being satisfactorily 
pushed as tast as possible, under the 
circumstances, when the rabbi, doubt- 
less tired out and impoverished,left for 
France, and in ‘his absence nothing 
further could be: done. The position 
which the Israelites hold in the empire, 
the complex system and situation, and 
the heterogeneity of the races by which 
they are surrounded, the state of civil- 
ization and religious animosijties which 
prevail, the little authority exercised 
by the Ottoman government over the 
provinces, even ip ordinary times, (pro- 
testing that it should not be held re- 
sponsible for abuses in the pro- 
vinces,) render the whole subject not 
only difficult of solution, but even 
difficult of explanation. Some ef the 
Israelites claim ito be under British 
protection, somé others have been 
uniter Russian protection, many hold 
themselyes as an independent pe -ple, 
owing no allegiatice to any government, 
and it is only when persecuted or out~ 
raged they seek the protection of any 
or all human powers. While all gov-~ 
ernments, notablv the United States 
government fureémost of all, are most 
apxious to extenid the necessary sym- 
pathy and protection, international 
questions and quities interfere with 
and prevent ‘tbat full protection 
which they would receive were they 
fixed citizens of Any government. The 
United States minister at Constantino- 
ple has requesteil the consular oflicers 
of his government throughout the 
Ottoman empire to observe carefully 
the condition of: the Israelites within 
their several jurisdictions, and to re- 
port to the legation at Constantinople 
without delay any instances of perse- 
cution of that péople which may occur.

“ REPUDIATION” IN GEORGIA. 

The New York Commercial Adver 
tiser a few days ago complimented us > 
on the nerve we displayed in inviting 
the Wall street “financiers” to do their 
worst so far as the so-called repudia- 
tion of the bogus bonds issued by Bul- 
lock, The commendation was intended 
to be severely sarcastic, and it was sar- 
castic, but it is difficult to tell whether 
the New York editor intended to ridi- 
cule the Wall street financiers or TuE 
ConstTituTION. It is certainly no greet 
feat for either Georgia or the newspa- 
pers which represent her todefy finan- 
ciers who are the tools of such men as 
Jay Gould and Henry Clews, for, dur- 
ing the next century or so, or as long 
as the state government remains in the 
hands of Georgians, it is not likely that 
Georgia will call for any loan which 
will not be promptly responded to 
by her own people, As for her 
bonds which are now upon the market 
and upon which she is paying interest, 
if the Wall street financiers don’t like 
them they have only to pour them back 
in the jug, as General Toombs says. 
Tuey have only to bundle up the secu- 
cities and send them back to Georgia, 
where they will tind a ready market. 
thousands of capitalists 
in the state who are 
ready to take them. In the 
meantime, it is really amusing to read 
in the newspapers, especially those 
which wear the Wall street collar, 
gloomy predictions as to Georgia’s 
credit. It is refreshing, in the midst ol 
all this stuff and nonsense about“repu- 
diation,” to find such sound views as 
the following ina paper as able and as 
thoroughly posted in the matter as the 
New York Financial Chronicle: 

“Next comes the Georgia constitu- 
tional convention and the provision 
adopted two weeks since forbiduing the 
legislature to pay certain state obliga- 
tions; this has been very widely circu- 
lated as positive evidence of an increas- 
ing insensibility in the south with res 
gard to their contracts, and a growing 
want of faith with their creditors. Long 
homilies have been written, and by 
newspapers that should know better, 
deprecating this new instance of repu- 
diation and lost honor; and yet, the 
bonds of Georgia are quoted to-day in 
Wail street higher than they were just 
previous to the action of the conven- 
tion. Surely there must be something 
wrong in this, or else capital has put a 
premium on repudiation. But a very 
slight examination into the facts and 
circumstances seems to clear up the 
mystery, for it appears that that the 
only thing actually done was to incor: 
porate into this proposed constitution 
what the people by a vote in May last 
incorporated into the old one.” 
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FOR RATIFICATION

It takes care of pri- 
vate rights and private property, and guards 
with parental watchfuiness and eternal justice 
the liberty of the citizens and the sovereignty 
of the people. It buiids school houses, sends 
forth the schoolmaster, elevates the maases, 
strengthens christianity aud promotes civiliza~ 
tion, It gives security to property, prosperity 
to industry and peace to the commonwealth. 

What mattersit, then, if ourideas of official 
compensation are broader than those of the 
eco. omists who ditfered with us on the subject 
of salaries? What matters it that we held views 
upon the policy of state aid different from the 
overwhelming tide that swept our theory away 
foreyer?

TRANSPLANTING TURNIPS. 

If imperfect stands of turnips are 
had, they may be pulled up from places 
where they are too thick, when the 
yround is wet, and transplanting in 
missing places the same as sweet potato 
slipe. Particularly may this be done 
in the case of ruta bagas, which, when 
transplanted, show greater thrift than 
those grown where the secd was orig 
inally planted. We advise all them to 
fill out their stands, at the first good 
rain, by this method, which will be 
found more satisfactory than replant- 
ing.

The per centage of nitrogen in each 
compost at the different times was de- 
termined and the results obtained are 
given above, not that these have any 
connection with or influence upon the 
matter now under discussion, but be- 
cause the figures may perlkaps be prof- 
itably employed hereafter in the 
investigation of another question, viz: 
the influence of composting upon the 
retention or dissipation of nitrogen in 
the composted materials. 

Without discussing the above results 
in detail—as a careful examination of 
each experiment will yield its own in~ 
formativo for itself—it may be stated,in 
general, that itmay be almost conclu 
sively established that composting such 
as described above, is capable of con- 
verting a considerable proportion of in- 
soluble phosphoric acid into a form 
soluble in soil water and available as 
plant food.

Estimating the value Jof the process 
under discussion by the experiment 
which gives the least favorable results 
(No. 5), we tind that an outlay of $13 
for a ton of compost yields, at the end 
of 12 months, a ton of materia! worth 
$22.27. 

As a matter of fact, a ton of the phos- 
phate flour alone is worth $16. after 
treatment with sulphuric acid, in order 
to render the phosphoric acid soluble, 
a ton of the superphosphate formed, of 
a strength approaching that of compost 
No. 5 at the end of 12 months, could 
not be purchased for less than $20. So 
that the least favorable view of the 
compost treatment presents this choice 
to the planter : 
To pay $12 at once for a certain good 
fertilizer, or to pay $13 now for another 
article (compost) which,'at the end of 
12 months, will be worth at least $20. 
ORCHARD CROPPING 
In answer to “Oliver” upon ryeas 
an orchard crop, I would say that the 
best authority we have ever knowu 
upon  orchards— Andrew Jackson 
Dowaing —said that “three continuous 
crops of rye would ruin any orchard ;” 
and our experience coincides with 
his. There are worse crops than rye, 
but they are very few. Clover is 
worse, particularly the second cutting. 
Cora fodder is likewise more injurious 
than rye; and in each case the dainage 
is received by the orchard in the de- 
gree that these crops perfect their seed. 
Kither of these crops is good to plow 
undes as green manuring. The color 
of the trees change in twenty-four 
hours after the crop begins to be a dam- 
age from agreen color to definite yel- 
low—then 1s the time to “turn under,” 
when in forty eight hours thereafter, 
the trees resume their healthy, green 
appearance, and improve in darkness 
of green color until the mangres are 
exhausted. Our long = experience 
teaches us that rye, burley, corn and 
clover are the cheapest manures to use, 
avd when followed by rotation of a 
root crop, potatoes, eic., no damage, 
but profits will ensue.— Walton, Sha- 
ker’s, Albany Co, N. Y., in N. Y.

We 
greatly desired that Macon should 
have been included in the race aod 
would have voted to make her the cap- 
ital city; but as between Atlanta and 
Milledgeville we shall never sanction 
the removal of the seat of government 
back to that out of the way place, and 
shall advocate with what forcé we can 
command the cause of Atlanta in this 
race. If a place in the woods is desired 
for the location of the state house, and 
a nice, auiet, healtby town wanted for 
the state oflicials to tarry in, then above 
all other towns we know of Lumpkin 
is the place for both or all. Weare for 
letting it remain where it is now, but if 

_it must be moved, fetch it here, to a 
better place than Milledgeville by all 
odds. 

—The following is a detailed account 
of the. sad accident at Covington al- 
luded to in our paper of yesterday: 
There are many painful and heartrend- 
ing incidents in the life of a public 
journalist which it becomes his duty to 
record; but none have ever been more 
painful to us to publish than the one 
which occurred at Covington depot, 
last Sunday afternoon about six o’ciock, 
by which Master Willie Dearing, eldest 
son of Captain W. P. Dearing, of Ox- 
ford, a bright and unusually intelligent 
little boy of about seven years, lost his 
young life. The circumstances which 
resulted so tragically and suddenly in 
little Willie’s death, are about as fol- 
lows: Ie nd his little brother were 
wi NR aL Mrs. S. J. Echols’ residence 
in Midway, near the depot with Master 
Charlie Echols. From the depvt the 
three proceeded down the railroad 
-track to the turn-table and 
engaged in“turning it around and 
riding upon it, when Willie Dearing 
attempted to jump off, but in doing so 
sprang too tar, losing his balance and 
falling back into the pit in which the 
turn-table is situated, was caught be- 
tween the timbers of the table and the 
wall, and so shockingly crushed about 
the left shoulder and chest that death 
ensued in a few minutes. The table is 
large enough to take ona lccomotive 
engine, and is so evenly balanced us to 
be-very easily turned. They were re- 
volving it, consequently, with consid- 
erable rapidity at the time Willie fell 
into the pit, and it was impogssibie fcr 
the other two little boys to arrest its 
motion in time to save him. When 
the table was rolled back he got up, 
walked a short distance over to the 
main track, and, in reply to their in- 
quiry if he was hurt mue n, he said “no, 
not much; but I am blind, and can’t 
see.” A few moments later he said, 
“TI can see now, but [am dying.” Some 
colored women, who happened to be 
near, were called to the assistance of 
the little boys, and they carried him up 
to the depot, where he was taken by 
Mr. J. N. Stallings and Mr. J.C. Camp, 

who were fortunately there at the time, 
sad carried to Mrs, Echols’ hovse,where 
he breathed his last in a few minutes. 
As g00n as possible, af- 
ler the accident oceurrcd, 
Dr. J. B. Hendrick was sent for, but 
death had done its work before he ar- 
rived: His death was a terrible shock 
to his parents and friends, and cast a 
pa!l of gloom over the entire communi 
ty. He was perfectiy conscious to the 
last, and spoke intediigently and calmly 
to those around him. His sutferings 
were of short duration, and compara- 
tively not very ‘severe, as the sudden 
shock had evidently paralyzed or dead- 
ened his body tosuch an extent as to 
neutralize the extreme severity of his 
suffering. He was buried in Oxtord 
yesterday.

“Don‘t you think,” said a friend to 
us the othier day, as we were looking at a crowd 
of idlers (mn the street corner, “that there are 
10 000 mote peopije in Atlanta than are needed, 
to transact its business,and do ite work? You 
do? Of cdurse! fhen what is to become of this 


gurpius?”’: 

Without knowing it, our friend had struck at 
the hear} of the moat serious prob'em tbis 
country bas ever been called upon to solve. 

There ‘s a horrible crisis just ahead of the 


American people! 

Before taany months we shall have a commo- 
tion that Will catch the attention of all civiliza- 
tion. The quadrennial disturbances that arise 
when we kre called upon to decide whether ove 
demagogwe or another shall occupy the | Resi 


dent's chair, ere nothing to the strenuous con- 
vulsions that we shali soon Witness. We shail 
soon know the difference betweeu a _ politic#! 
procession and a bread riot! 

There are in New York to-day 100,000 people 
capable of work,and anxious to labor, who 
can tind wothing to do The most of these 
people ure utterly destitute. Tbhousends of 
them are starving; all of them vre suillering 
Ou last Wednesday six people committed sui- 
«dein New York, aud on Thursdsy four; in 
every case save one, becalise Of huuger asd 
want. Au undertaker, whose miserable coffiu 
head not Seen paid fur, entered the house to 
which it pad been taken, aud emptying the 
corpse of the wife of the discharged mechani 
on the floor, walked out with his property. 
“r. gti Op ex-ConugressMan aud Cxpila:ist 
demy nds ih an open letter that the city provide 
work ior these people, aud thus avert the up 
risiag that must otherwise come. What worn- 
der is it, in the fac» of there facts that, when a 
fw weeksiago a huodred railroad meu struck 
for wages,: 

\NEARLY ONE MILLION MEN 

in remote! aud disconnected squads, arose in 
horrse and insane rage, and defying the govern- 
meut, destroyed eleven miilion dollars wort 
of railroad property, and para’yzed the conti- 
nent for a;week? Huuger is a rude reasoner 
aud starvation is alastappeal! If the suffering 
is so terrible, and the squalor so universal in 
New York: during the summer months, wha! 
wilt it be when winter's rigors and responsi 
bilities bave come? 

Of coursé we shall have-no such trouble in 
Atlunta asithreateuos New York; but still the 
outiook is gloomy. While bueimess is good and 
our machite shops are all runuing, aud more 
building is going on than before in mauy years, 
we doubt if there ever has beeu s0 many idk 
people in Atlanta as at present. That there is a 
»quare surplus of 10 000 persons is probably truc 
We mean by this that there are that many peo- 
plein Atianta who do not get enough work in 
the city to {naintain tbhemseives or families and 
without whom Atlanta could car:y on aii of 
her concerts just as efficiently as she now does. 
For inetance, we learn from what must be a 
good source that there are more than fifty 
printers in /his city in excess of the force need 
ed todo the work These men have families 
of an averaige of three members each. So we 
wnay find a:surplus inevery department An 
advertisemfut of three lines, callipg for a work 
man or employe of any sort, will have a han- 
dred answets in a day. 

WHAT SHALL BE DONE WITH THE SURPLUS’ 


It becomés important’ then for Atlanta to 
discuss the future of this surplus. She mustin 
some way or other provide for it, or she will 
fiud it necessary to protect herself against it. 

The first! proposition is, give these idlere 
work! To dw this we must have factories. The 
cotton factory, now ina fine way of starting, 
wilsempioy;some 500 of these people, ard sus- 
tain possitdy twice as many more, But we 
cannot hoped to have within a svort ume enough 
reguiar work to keep our surplus population 
busy. 

The next idea is, let philanthropy take care 
ofthem. This is impossible. If Avlauta were 
to orgaiuze bublic charities to support all pau- 
pers who ayiplied, we should have our city pro. 
claimed a :‘‘Beggars Paradise,’’ and made a 
mecca Of tramps Besides, the most of the 
class we ere now cousidering could not be 
reached by Alms. The most aeserviog of them 
would staivy before they would live on charity 

Then what remains to be done? That is a 
hard question toanswer. While considering it, 
we shuil do one thing, and that 1s give a little 
advice, This is cheap and will not do any 
barm 

Itappears to us that many of those persons now 
out cof work in the city might get something to 
do if they were not too particular as to wh t it 
wes Manyof them prefer to live idie, rather 
than undertake work that is couridered wen _ 1 
If they canhot be clerks, they remain loafers 
hey would:see those dependent on them suffi r 
before they would drive a street car or goto a 
trade. ‘Lhis‘isa false pride. No honest lab r 
is disreputable. The worst degradation on 
earth comes of “sponging ’’ The mos grievous 
crime is to sit in voluutury idjeness

of those you should protect The fiuest gentle- 
nan in Atlatita might drive a dray through her 
s reets, if hé could get no better work, and not 
lose the respect or affection of a single friend 

if yon can ‘get no chapee to. do business for 
others, startia business of yourown. It von’t 
matter that you have no capital. One of the 
largest book btores in Atianta was founded by a 
boy without « capital of five dollars. Ove of the 
ricbest men in the city get his startin life by 
selling newhpapers ‘There are many pros- 
perous merc,.auts whose business a few y ars 
ago wasa atreet stand, 

But the great relief for this surplus popula- 
tion isto be found in this: Leave the city. go 
into the counitry, and become @ producer. No 
man who lodks to Georgia soil for hi-~ living 
ever starved.: If five thousand young men could 
be taken from Atlanta to-moriow and put to 
work on vegttable farms within a radius of ten 
miles about the city, it would be almost impos 
sible to
